ininorities, Mr, Mdwards said: 

“The fierce and vehement discussion which took place in the Inter-Parla- 
mentary Union meeting at Ottawa has made it very evident that these little 
Valkan States have not yet laid to heart the agonizing memories of the Jate 
war. The Balkan Peninsula is still a seething eduldron of fierce, racial an- 
tugoflisms; and unless some magie change is soon wrought in the temper of 
these little states it will not be long before the pot boils over agaih 
drenches Europe once more with blood. We all rejoteed in the signing of 
that treaty with Germany at Locarno, 
of Purope, [am uneasy for the Hast, when I find these little states showing 
such bitterness and sueh fleree raclal antagonisms.” 

Similar feelings retarded Canada’s progress in ‘the past. On more than 
one oceasion great natlonal questions were decided, not on their merits, but as 
the result of the most unworthy and sinister racial and religious propaganda. 
A better day has dawned in this Dominion, and the people will no longer coun- 
tenance appeals of this nature, But Canada’s interests require the remoyal 
of all such danger spots throughout the world, 
directly to do anything very effective in the Balkans, but Canadians can by 
staunch support of the League of Nations, and by 4 friendly and brotherly at- 
thhude tewards such of these Balkan peoples as have come to live in Canada, 
help materially to develop a right spirit and thus assist to overcome these old 
antagouisms.

More Leaving Land tn United S.ates 
Than in Canada 

Across the border the dislike of re- 
maining on tho farm appears to be 
even more prevalent among the r, ing 
generation than it is in Canada. Tak- 
ing its evidence from two recent farm- 
ers’ conventions in different sections 
of the country, an Amerlean agricul- 
tural review has reluctantly conelud- 
ed that tilling the soil has ceased to 
be attractive to young men. Of 1,000 
farmers who met in convention in 
Kansas, few were under 30. The ma- 
jority of the delegates had passed 
middle life. A Michigan community 
recently furnished similar evidence, 
The average age of Its active farmers 
was above the half century mark. 

More exact than. either of these 
sources of information is the Unitea 


. States census, which records that in 


1910 the percentage of farm owners 
in the United States who. were 55 
years or over was 23.6. Ten years 
later it was 24.8. -In 1910 the per 
centage of farm owners under 35 was 
18.8. In 1920 it had sunk to 16.8. The 
percentage of tenant farmers who in 
1910 were 65 years or older was 12.1. 
In 1920 it wae 12.5. 

These Unlted States statistics are 
enough to convince even the optimls-

Twenty years ago, The Regina 
Leader reminds its readers, a young 
bookkeeper in a contracting firm's 
office in the Lancashire town of Hey- 
wood, pulled up stakes for a new start 
in Canada. It was a. disturbing

Indians Use Bowls Made By Nature 


Many Durable Wooden Dishes Sup- 
plied By Giant Cactus 

Nature purstes. many trades, but 
one of the oddest of them is the mak- 
ing of wooden bowls; 

Tho giant cactus of the southwest- 
ern deserts of the United States af- 
fords homes for whole flocks of wood- 
peckers. These birds peck holes and 
scoop out a spherical: cavity inside the 
eactus for a nest, the small external 
opening serving as a door for entrance 
and exit. 

The cactus, to protect itself against 
consequent decay at the part thus at- 
tacked, “encysts” ‘the -woodpecker's 
nest by means of an exudation which 
envelops it with a woody coat, half an 
inch thick, that hardens fo a dense 
texture. 

The huge plant ts a pulpy structure, 
over 90 per cent. water. Eventually 
it dies and shrivels almost to nothing 
in the dry air of the desert. Where- 
upon the woodpeckers’ nests, of which 
a single giant cactus may contain 
many, fall out of it, scattering over the 
ground--neat littfe wooden bowls 
which the Indians of that region use 
for everyday domestic purposes. Theso 
bowls are much more durable than any 
wooden bowl hewed from the trunk of 
the strongest tree. The reason is that 
all natural wood has a grain and Is 
likely to split with the grain, while 
these cactus bowls are of tough, grafn- 
less fibre.

Enlistment on Voluntary Basis is Only 
An Experiment 


| Voluntary recruiting of the special 
reserve and auxiliary air force squad- 
rons which are to form an important 
|part of the programme of home de- 
fence against air attack was commence- 
ed at the beginning of November, fol- 
lowing a speaking campaign by Sir 
Samuel Iloare, secretary of state for 
air, in the Kingdom's industrial cen- 
tres, 

This. enlistment of the maximum 
amount of skilled knowledge of ayia- 
tion in the country on a voluntary 
basis is only an experiment, Sir 
Samuel acknowledges, but it is an 
experiment that must be tried fully, 
if merely for the sake of econemy. 
for the Royal Air Force is bound to 
|be expensive both in equipment and 
|maintenance, depending for its strik- 
ing power on. an entire absence of 
mechanical breakdown in the air. 

The problem before the air minis- 
try is to sift from the mass of volun- 
teers the right type of officers and 
men, with not only the will but also 
the practical experience through his 
profession or trade to build up an 
eMecient air unit of defence With the 
minimum amount of annual training.
